1. Moscow apparently will impose a new government 

on Czechoslovakia today. Radio Prague this morning reported

that according to "military circles" of the Soviet Army, 
a new/government will be formed at the Soviet Embassy today « 

The. radio added that a list of those legally-elected 
Czechoslovak representatives to be arrested has been 
prepared. An earlier broadcast stated that members of the 
Czechoslovak, security forces, in cooperation with Soviet 
military police, are "taking action" against the lawful 
Czechoslovak representatives,
